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HAYWOOD DOESN'T APPROVE OF 50-50 SPLIT OF TAX REVENUE 
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Mayor Haywood nixes sales tax increase |

The long anticipated additional 
1¢ sales tax in the City of Elba failed 
to become a reality Monday night 
when Mayor Ricky Haywood cast a 
negative vote on the issue. The pro- 
posal was to impose the tax and split 
it 50-50 with the Elba school system, 

Prevailing legal opinions are that 
any ordinance of a permanment na- 
ture, such as a tax ordinance, must 
get four affirmative votes to become 
law. 

The vote Monday night was three 
to one, with two council members 
abstaining. Council members Earl 
McCollough and Brad Wilson didn’t 
vote because of a possible conflict of 
interest. Both men have wives who 
are teachers in the Elba School sys- 
tem. 

Several weeks ago Mayor Hay- 
wood told the council members that 
the Alabama League of Municipal- 
ities recommended they get an At- 
torney General or Ethics Commis- 
sion opinion before the two voted on 


the proposed tax. Council members 
chose not to get the opinion, ex- 
pressing thoughts that they had the 
necessary four votes without the two 
in question. 

An Attorney General opinion is- 
sued this month to another mu- 
nicipality quoted Alabama Status 11- 
43-12 and read: “.,.Prohibits a 
council member from being inter- 
ested in any business or contract the 
expense, price or consideration ‘of 
which is paid from the municipal 
treasury,” 

Apparently both council members 
were correct in refraiming from vot- 
ing on the issue. 

Haywood said after casting the 
vote which he knew would kill the 
matter that he wanted to explain his 
reasons. 

He listed the amount of money 
given to the school in the year 1992- 
93 as totaling $132,618.64. This in- 
cluded the $2,000 per month check, 
$10,366.27 in road construction, 
$26,400 paid on a school loan and 
$71,000 the Water and Electric spent 
to light the football field,

Mrs. Gladys Yelverton was 
named Chairman of the Elba Water 
and Electric Board amid reports that 
the utility is running short of money 
to pay bills. 

Assistant Superintendent Henry 
Clark said he had been working with 
the bookkeeper and if the utility paid 
all the bills due at that moment, they 
would be $8,901.10 in the red. He 
added they still have two weeks pay- 
roll to make this month. 

He anticipated the power bill 
from AEC will increase from the 
present $160,000 to $230,000 during 
the summer months. Clark explained 
that the income received always 
lagged behind the cost of power and 
money would be real short for the 
next four months. 


Electric Supervisor Jeff Puckett 
reported completing 65 service work 
orders during the past month. The 
Pizza Hut is on line and power out- 
ages for the past month were at a 
minimum. Puckett credited the ag- 
gressive tree trimming project of the 
department for this positive report. 

Lee Johnson reported that the wa- 
ter department was completed 32 
work orders in March. They are also

Monthly bills totaling $74,643.86 
were approved for payment.

Shooting in Mulberry Community 
leaves Dale County man dead

A shooting in Elba late last Fri- 
day evening left a Dale County man 
face down in the mud - dead! 

Martel Clifford Brooks, 28, of 
Dale County was reportedly shot 
twice with a small caliber handgun, 
Two bullets struck Brooks in the 
upper body causing his death, 

At approximately 9:53 p.m., Elba 
police received a report that a man 
was being shot on West Street in the 
Mulberry Community. 

Upon arriving at the scene, police 
officers located a black male lying 
face down on the right-of-way of 
West Street, 

A unit of the Elba Rescue Squad 
transported Brooks to Elba General 
Hospital where he was later pro- 
nounced dead by attending physi- 
cians, 

Shortly after the shooting oc- 


curred, an Elba resident, James 
McMillan, was taken into custody by 
the Elba police and questioned in 
the matter. 

MeMillan was later released with- 
out any charges being placed against 
him, 

According to Chief Investigator 
for the 12th District Attorney’s of- 
fice, Bruce Devane, no charges and 
no arrests have been made in con- 
nection with the shooting, 

The incident has officially been 
termed a homicide and a full-scale 
investigation into the matter is being 
conducted by the District Attorney’s 
office. 

Assisting in the investigation are 
the Elba Police Department and the 
Alabama Department of Forensic 
Science, 

Reportedly, the results of the in- 
vestigation will be presented to a 
grand jury when it convenes in May.

Haywood asked if the matter had 
even been discussed with Mr, Clark 
and Sharpless and Clark both said it 
had, The mayor wanted this to be ta- 
bled until “we all sit down and dis- 
cuss it”. 

Councilman Bill Brunson agreed 
the action might need “thinking 
through” and the matter was tabled. 

Following this exchange Mayor 
Haywood held up what appeared to 
be a copy of a check and said the 
city has paid $22,605.15 to Cannon 
& Vaughan. He quoted statements 
from an executive session dealing 


with payment of Vaughan’s bill. He 
questioned why the insurance com- 
pany hadn’t reimbursed the city as 
-promised, 

Attorney Mark Vaughan was 
present and explained that wie in- 
surance company only would re- 
imburse expenses relating to the 
wrongful firing cases. He said the 
biils sent from the city included or- 
dinance work and several other 
charges. 

He assured Haywood that the in- 
surance company was trying to the 
pay the bill if they could get the cor- 
rect paperwork. 

Haywood said the accounts being 
discussed go all the way back to last 
August. 

In other action the council ap- 
proved payment of bills totaling 
$72,00.13. This included the above 
mentioned legal fees; $47,050 in in- 
surance, uniforms for recreation and 
the police department; ball field 
fence repairs; lawn mower repairs 
and $1200 for sandbags. 

Sonya Hooks received approval 
to lease the library in the old Ele- 
mentary School.

‘ the distinction of 
the first state in the na 
oO adopt a Sunshine Law 
sO, this has nothing to do 
with the weather, It concems 
one Of the very core values of 
our stale government: That 
the business of our govern 
ment will be conducted in the 
open--in the “sunshine” if 
you will. Hence the name 
“Sunshine Law’. Ours was 
enacted in 1917 

We also have the dis 
tinction of having one of the 
simplest sunshine laws. Our 
Sunshine Law prohibits se 
cret meetings of government 
commissions, councils, 
boards or committees except 
when the “good name and 
character” of a person is in 
volved. There is majesty in 
its simplicity. Those states 
that adopted “new and im- 
proved” open meetings laws 
have complicated them: by 
Irying to specify how open 
government should work. In- 
terestingly, those states with 
complicated open meetings 
laws also seem to have the

Our Sunshine Law is also 
one of the few which carries 
a criminal penalty for its vi 
olation. For decades it 
been a criminal offense to 
conduct OF participated in a 
secret mecting. Making gov 
emmental secrecy a crime no 
doubt was intended to under 
score the importance of open 
government. While there are 
no reported cases of any per 
son being convicted of vi 
olating our Sunshine Law, 
our law has unfortunately 
been subverted by some pub 
lic officials for decades. 

One of the methods for 
subverting the law has been 
to hold “special” meetings at 
odd hours, dates or places 
without notifying the public. 
Theoretically, the door to the 
meeting would be open and 
any interested person who 
stumbled upon the meeting 
would be welcomed. In fact, 
some meetings were held 
over a table at crowded res- 
taurants. However, in prac- 
lice the public’s business 
would be decided without the 
public’s involvement — or 
knowledge.

***The Alabama High School Athletic Association mailed out its 
March “Bulletin” last week and included in the monthly newsletter was a 
long lisung of open dates on the schedules of football teams across the 
State. Elba released its schedule last week, but if the Tigers did decide to 
play 10 games possible matchups would include Clayton, Excel, Trinity, 
Clarke County, Tallassee, Alba, Citronelle, Atmore and Greenville. The 
Kinston Bulldogs listed an open date the last week of the season, and after 
looking down the list possible opponents include Goshen, Lyman Ward, 
Elmore County and St. Paul's. Enterprise had its open date listed as the 
first week of the season, and if that’s still the case, the Wildcats could 
challenge Jess Lanier, Parker or Valley. 

***The passage of three proposals by the AHSAA’s Legislative Council 
recenuy did nothing to change high school athletics. I’ve always thought 
that it's never good just to change simply for the sake of change, but some 
of the proposals that I believe would have he!ped the schools across the 
State included: giving schools a 30-day period at the end of school to gel 
in 15 days of spring football drills, with schools that don’t hold spring 
training getting an extra week of fall practice; holding state championship 
games in football on neutral sites; to revert back to the ‘92 brackets, 
which will eliminate the cross-state trips in the second round of the 
playoffs; allowing ninth grade students to participate in varsity athletics at 
the high school they will attend, if the sport they wish to play is not of- 
fered at the junior high they attend; that the area change to regions and 
cight teams are placed in each region, with two or three teams advancing; 
and, barring private schools and parochial schools from being members of 
the AHSAA unless the schools follow school zone lines. I think all of 
these proposals had merit and should be reconsidered, possible, after a 
Stringent lobbying effort by some of the high schools across the state, 

***The Elba Tigers and Elba Lady Tigers took the first step toward hav- 
ing a home field in baseball and softball last week when it was announced 
that the fencing would be completed soon on the fields located on the 
Elba High campus. The fields are located behind the school complex and 
appear to be in an ideal location for the players and fans to gain maximum 
enjoyment.

Since the 
fields will be new, | urge the athletic and school officials to grass the in- 
ficld on the baseball field, Elba now plays on one of the few dirt infields 
around in the high school ranks, and this will be the chance to give the 
baseball team the same top-notch place to play as the football and bas- 
ketbail teams.

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Two Elba proposals fail to qain passage 


AHSAA passes only three proposals 


The Legislative Council of the 
Alabama High School Athletic As- 
sociation held its spring meeting re- 
cently and passed three proposal: 
none of which will have a major im 
pact on high school athletics in the 
state. 

A proposal dealing with football 
jamborees passed, and will allow a 
school participating in a spring jam- 
boree or regulation game, to play 
more than one team, using 12- 
minute quarters. The proposal was 
introduced to allow jamborecs in- 
volving three or more teams to per- 
mit each team to play each other, as 
long as only four 12-minute quarters 
are played. 

A proposal concerming basketball 
also passed, and bans a varsity high 
school basketball coach from using 
an officials association of which that 
coach is a member. In the past, many 
high school coaches officiated in 
their spare time; however, the new 
proposal will put an end to the prac- 
tice. 

The third proposal passed dealt 
with wrestling, and set the first of- 
ficial date of practice as the week af- 
ter the last regular season football 
game, and also set the state tourna- 
ment for the second weekend in Feb- 
ruary. 

The most controversial proposal 
was the one which attempted to 
force private schools to abide by ex- 
isting school zone lines, or be ex- 
pelled from the AHSAA. The mem- 
ber schools passed the proposal 167- 
92; however, the council over- 
whelmingly killed the measure by a 
vote of 27-5. 

The proposal was co-introduced 
by 42 schools, which declared that 
private and parochial schools (1) re- 
ceived an unfair advantage due to 
the fact that the schools had a large 
geographical area from which to 
draw students, and (2) that popula- 
tion density in large cities allows the 
same advantage. 

The schools cited that as the rules 
now exist in the AHSAA, schools 
are allowed to conduct “selective re- 
cruiting of students,” while other 
schools are at a disadvantage due to 
the fact that definite school zones 
must be used. 

Elba High School made two pro- 
posals, both of which failed to re- 
ceive the approval of the council. 


One proposal would have had the 
AHSAA use the pairings that were 
used in the playoffs for many years, 
and not the pairings adopted for the 
1993 school year. The purpose of the 
proposal was to try and put a Stop to 
teams having to travel great dis 
tances in the second round of the 
playoffs. 

“It is different when you have to 
travel across the state in the semi 
finals or finals,” said Elba Athletic 
Director Mack Wood, “but when a 
team from South Alabama has to 
travel across the state in the second 
round it isn’t fair to the teams that 
must travel hundreds of miles in the 
second round, and then again in the 
third round. Traveling is a necessary 
evil in the playoffs, but it shouldn't 
come in the second week, like last 
season when we (Elba) went to 
Gadsden and Rehobeth played with- 
in 10 miles of Gadsden. In the old 
system we would have played Re- 
hobeth, saving both teams hundreds 
of miles in travel and saving the 
schools, and fans, a lot of expense 
money.” 

Elba High School also proposed 
that the nearest areas be combined in 
each class to form eight regions, 
with possibly the region winner, run- 
ner-up and a wide-card going to the 
playoffs from each region. This 
would give all schools in the state a 
solid base schedule, reduce the 
playoffs from five rounds to four, 
and improve the quality and at- 
tendance in playoff games. 

“Many schools in the state have a 
hard time getting a ten game sched- 
ule each and every year,” said 
Wood, “and this would give every 
team in the state seven opponents in 
their own classification to play every 
season. We will play only three 
schools in our class or lower this 
year, while at the same time playing 
three 4A schools and three 5A 
schools. A lot of other schools are 
also forced to play larger schools to 
get enough games to try and cover 
expenses, and under the proposal 
this problem would have been elim- 
inated.” 

The vote on the proposal was 
split, but defeated by the schools 
(144-124) and by the council (17- 
15). 

A proposal to stage all state 
championship games in football at 
neutral sites was approved by the

The issue of the Elba City Clerk 
continues to make the news this 
week with new actions and reactions 
accompanied by flared tempers. 

The latest chapter unfolded Mon- 
day when the Elba city council mem- 
bers obtained a temporary re- 
Straining order from Circuit Judge 
Terry Butts preventing Mayor Ricky 
Haywood from discharging or al- 
tempting to discharge (City Clerk) 
James H. Nichols or any other mu- 
nicipal officer or employee ... or 
prohibiting Nichols from carrying 
out his duties as city clerk. 

This temporary restraining order 
will be in effect until a final hearing 
is held at 7:30 a.m. on Friday, April 
29th, 

According to Judge Butts’ order, 
which named all five city council 
members as plaintiffs, sworn af- 
fidavits of council members John W. 
Sharpless and William L. Brunson, 
Jr supported the Complaint For In- 
junctive, 

The order was served on Hay- 
wood at about 5:30 p.m. Monday, 
just minutes before the city council 
meeting, according to his statement 
during the meeting. The results was 
that Haywood recessed the council 
meeting before the city council 
members were ready to recess or ad- 
journ and they reconvened their own 
meeting to officially disapprove the 
suspension of the new city clerk. 

Nichols had agreed to serve as 
city clerk for an unspecified length 
of time “to help the City.” He was 
named to the position on Monday 
night, April 18th. However when he 
reported to work on Tuesday morm- 
ing, Haywood assigned him to the 
trash landfill “to count trucks.” 

Haywood reportedly had said af- 
ter the action by the council that he 
would not work with the man (Nich-

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Nichols went home. He later re- 
ceived a certified letter containing a 
copy of “Employee Warning 
Record” that Haywood had issued 
because he wasn't on the job as- 
signed. 

On Wednesday he began spend- 
ing some time at various city owned 
and operated facilities asking ques- 
tions in a self described attempt to 
be better prepared to act as city clerk 
if the problems were resolved. 

Friday Nichols received two hand 
delivered letters. One was another 
Employee Warning Record, issued 
by Haywood at 8:30 a.m. It cited 
him for missing work on more than 
one occasion. 

The second was issued at 8:45 on 
Friday and was a temporary suspen- 
sion. 

According to the report signed by 
Haywood, the action was for in- 
subordination. 

The remarks column read: Mr. 
Nichols appears to have an age-old 
problem that many people who can- 
not hold a job do have. That is Mr. 
Nichols after being told, does not 
know who his supervisor is, the may- 
or of the City of Elba. He spent 
Wednesday 4/20/94 at the Water & 
Electric barn with Pat Boothe, a ulil- 
ities clerk, He has no jurisdiction at 
the Water and Electric barn until the 
Water and Electric Board meets and 
gives him permission. He is back 
there today, Friday 4/22/94. Mr. 
Nichols, in any future employment, 
needs to first find out who_his super- 
visor is and secondly do what that 
supervisor instructs him to do unless 
illegal or immoral.” 

Actually the Water and Electric 
Board had, at their last meeting on 
Monday, April 18, taken action to 
name any new city clerk approved 
by the city council as their tem- 
porary Secretary/Treasurer until the 
action could be permanently ratified 
at the next (monthly) meeting in

Averett told commission mem- 
bers that the center presently being 
operated in Elba was full. 

He proposed that an additional 
center in Enterprise would provide 
“much needed” care for elderly and 
handicapped residents during the 
day. 

According to Averett, the Enter- 


prise wity officiia have offered to 


rent the county space for the center 


in the Enterprise Civic Center. The 
monthly rent is to be $400 with the 
city providing the utilities. 

Averett presented commissioners 
with a cost estimate of $12,000 to 
make the necessary renovation to the 
proposed location. 

The funding and staff to operate 
the facility, once it is ready for “cli- 
ents,” will be provided by the State 
Health Department. 

Approximately 35 individuals 
will be provided care in the Enter- 
prise facility. It is recommended that 
no more than 40 persons be cared for 
in one center, 

“The one center in Enterprise will 
not be enough - more will be need- 
ed,” said Averett. 

He stated that he knew first hand 
how valuable an adult daycare center 
is to those caring for relatives in 


their own homes. 

It provides them with a place 
where their loved one can be taken 
to receive care while they, them- 
selves, are at work. 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
commented that more needs to be 
done in the area of providing servic- 
es for the county’s senior ciuizens. 

“Coffee County is lagging far be- 
hind other counties in its care and 
support of the elderly,” said Brooks. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
suggested that Kenneth Ball, director 
of Coffee County Public Health, be 
invited to appear before the commis- 
sion to give his input into the pro- 
posed center. 

According to Stephens, Ball had 
already addressed the Enterprise 
City Council on the matter but had 
nol appeared before the commission 
concerning the proposal. 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel stated that he had attempted to 
contact Ball on the matter but had 
been unsuccessful in doing so. 

The commission adjourned, after
